There is a whole lot of kicking 
about this water and light business 
and I am asked by some organiza­ 
tions as well as consumers to look it 
up and write it up. 
I have not had 
time to make an ex amination of the 
books but have learned some impor- 
tatn things by general inquiry. 
One great complaint is on the dol­ 
lar a month 
minimum charge for 
light while the rate per thousand 
lias been reduced to six and one half 
cents. 
A la r/e number of consum­ 
ers are using from fifty 
to 
six ty 
cents worth of current, some as low 
as 17 cents, and paying one dollar 
for it., and most of these are poor 
people to whom a half dollar means 
a whole lot. 
if it is necessary to 
charge these people 
two or three 
prires for wha t they use, then six 
and one half cents to the large con­ 
sumers is too low and the large o.-ers 
are g etting lights for less than cost. 
It don't seem right that they should 
get their “ juice" for six and one 
half cents while the poor man pays 
from twenty to thirty cents for his 
little light to read iiis evening pa­ 
per and go to bed by. 
And when 
the board howls about how much wa ­ 
ter 
they have to pump in ho* wea th­ 
er 
they will find out better where 
the water goes by patroling the bus­ 
iness and manufacturing esta blish­ 
ments than by wa tching tin1 little 
two-for-a-cent lawn sprinklers. The 
lawn sprinkler is charged ff,r ex tra, 
but 
the hose is used 
Inside 
the 
buildings without ex tra charge to 
make swimming tanks of cement and 
tile floors and the force of the wa ­ 
ter pressure is used to do the work 
of the scrubbing brush, and taps are 
let 
run all day to cool the atmo­ 
sphere. 
The only remedy is to es­ 
tablish a meter system. 
The meter 
<>n water service is more necessary 
than for electric light. 
There 
is 
more waste In the former than of the 
latiei 
The adoption of the meter 
system here would show that the 
residences are charged 
twk* > 
too 
much. 
A small residence 
with 
a 
bath is charged five dollars quarter­ 
ly. 
For the same service at Man­ 
kato the cost is one dollar and a half 
and you don’t have to pay twelve 
dollars a year ex tra for spring water, 
either. 
Sometime 
ago 
a 
system 
got 
started here to put the rates, assess­ 
ment and tax es proportionately high- 
er on small properties, and it has nev­ 
er been changed. 
It 
is not 
right, 
and from tlie business man’s sta nd­ 
point it is 
bad 
policy. 
Business 
only increases as the 
number 
of 
small homes with big families in­ 
crease, and in 
public matters the 
large consumers is not entitled to 
any discrimination in his favor. 


Under the profit 
system 
small 
jobs and small sales are always fig­ 
ured 
at a proportionately 
higher 
rate, but public utilities are not sup­ 
posed to be run on the profit sys­ 
tem. 
1 lie only principle to be here 
applied is that of an equitable dis­ 
tribution based on actual cost. 
We should favor and encourage 
the working man and the house­ 
holder if any favors are to be shown. 
The arg ument tha t capital builds 
the city is fallacious.
